County Salary 
Cut Asked In 
Economy Plan 


One-Mill Levy, Collected For Last Three

Drastic cuts in salaries of appointive county officials, 
voluntary cuts in some of the elective officials’ salaries, re­ 
duced personnel in some courthouse offices and slashes in 
other operating costs are the net result of weeks of confer­ 
ences in Lisbon in an attem pt to balance the 1941 budget.

By listening to New Dealers any citizen open to 
conviction may learn that the United States of Amer­ 
ic a will be saved because President Roosevelt is going 
to veto the Logan-Walter bill. 
Tile same hypothetical monstrosity, if he chose, 
instead, to listen to legislators who voted for the bill, 
could learn that they saved the country, but their 
work is being undone by a hostile chief executive. 
The truth about

But Insofar as the bill

turning a bunch of lawyers loose on the problem, 
which would be the effect of opening disputed de­ 
cisions of the agencies under fire to judicial review 
cf the facts as well as the law involved, would be 
the same as letting kittens play in a yarn factory, 
it Is a snare and a delusion. 
Lawyers never solved 
anything; their specialty is making things compli­ 
cated for the party of the second part, while lighting 
the way for the 
party of the first part. 
Tile new executive 
agents should be subject to a 
slapping down when they get out of bonds; that’s 
plain, common sense. Passing the buck to an already 
overloaded judiciary, however, doesn’t look like much 
of an answer to the problem of who’s going to do it.

WHATIZZIT FRANCE 
Dissolution of Pierre Laval as a political force In 
Prance thickens the mystery of that unhappy coun­ 
try’s status. Almost everything hopeful in the French 
outlook right now* must be manufactured by faith. 
Laval apparently was a traitor to Flench interests, 
but what now? 
Faith produces belief that Marshal Petain, chief 
of state, will not betray what remains of the republic 
he fought to save. Fbi th bolsters the conviction that 
French patriots somehow 
will 
rise 
above traitors 
willing and even anxious to sell out to Germany. 
If it had to be assumed that France no longer 
had any interest in the things It has fought for in 
the past, some of the 
incentive 
for 
resisting the 
totalitarian tempest would disappear. 
Tile British, 
particularly, must believe that 
a 
France 
liberated 
from Germany would not choose to be a totalitarian 
state. 
They must believe the failure of self-govern­ 
ment in the crisis of last June has not destroyed the 
idea of self-government In France. 
They must be­ 
lieve they are fighting to restore something across 
the channel; otherwise, their blood, sweat and tears 
would begin to seem futile. 
Yet, with due respect for what a handful of cor­ 
respondents may be trying to do, it is a fact that no 
one knows what France is or hopes to be. The cur­ 
tain of censorship has been drawn so closely that 
nothing can be seen clearly. 
Temporarily at least. 
France is the great whatlzzit of nations; a puppet 
being agitated by someone to represent something no 
one can understand.

ST VHT WORK ON BA^ES 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 18.—Actual work has started, 
authoritative sources revealed today, on selection and 
surveying of a chain of air and naval bases in South 
and Central America. 
The inter-American bases—which will be made 
available to the air and naval forces of all 21 Amer­ 
ican republics—were described as outposts in the 
establishment of an impregnable defense system to 
Insure the western 
hemisphere 
against aggiession 
Lorn either Europe or Asia. 
The defense sites will be provided, it was said, by 
the South and Central American republics, and will 
remain their property, without leases or any change 
in sovereignity. 
The United States, by loans to the various nations, 
will finance improvements, where required, including 
expansion ol existing facility* for service and repair­ 
ing ships and planes, and the fortification of the 
bases, these sources reported. 
While most of tile bases and sites already have 
been selected, their locations and other details were 
classed as ‘ military' secrets.*’ 
In each instance, the 
decision on the bases was reached by the military 
and naval authorities of the country involved, work­ 
ing in collaboration with United States officials 
None of the proposed bases, it was explained, has 
any connection with the naval bases which the Unit­ 
ed States acquired from Great Britain last Septem­ 
ber in exchange for 50 World war destroyers. 
The United States had advanced no funds for the 
proposed bases as yet, Informed sources said, but 
money will be made available, probably through the 
Export-Import bank, immediately upon formal con­ 
clusion of negotiations now under way.

This is Hie common ear 
disease of childhood but does not 
often result in hearing defect. But 
when those little bones get fixed 
it results in the chronic progres­ 
sive deafness of middle age. 
The benes are tiny little ossicles, 
one shaped exacitoly like a stirrup, 
one like a hammer and one like an 
anvil. In chronic deafness they be­ 
come fixed to the bones around the 
ear drum and no longer have the 
wide range of motion they once 
had.
